Standing  upon  Independent  ground,  a» 
the  Satordvt  Gazxttb  always  ha».  ae 
are  in  a  position  to  judge  impartially  o' 
the  general  results  of  the  late  election  and 
perhaps  to  consider  some  of  the  caus« s  c< >n- 
tributing  thereto. 

Au  astounding  defat  ia  admitted 
Though  to  some  winds  it  was  foreshadow 
ed  in  the  October  elecion*,  lew  regarded 
them  as  admonitory.  The  revulsion  which 
gave  character  to  the  late  elections  there 
fore  needs  e>  plans! ion.  Its  soddeness 
was  almost  without  precedent,  its  indis 
criminate  action  was  of  the  nature  of  panic, 
or  at  least  of  impulse.and  its  wide  extent  of 
manifestation  at  the  same  time,  shows  that 
R  was  not  of  premeditation  and  design ; 
indeed  the  Democratic  party  were  no  lea- 
surprised  than  the  Republican!. 

Wt  are  disposed  to  recognize  a  wise  and 
gracioas  Providence  in  it,  and  we  think  it 
musffa  accepted  ss  a  merited  rebuke  from 
Heaven  to  the  Party  in  power,  Tlh  nvt 
look  at  even  the  indirect  complicity  of  thr 
dominant  party  with  iniquity ;  the  inaugu¬ 
ration  and  continuance  of  misrule  in  the 
South  especially,  nt  the  wrongs,  oppres 
aions  and  murders  openly  and  fearlessly 
perpetrated  there  of  innocent  helpless 
thousands,  we  canuot  wonder  that  their 
tears  and  their  blood  cry  out  from  thr 
treacherous  sanctuaries  of  liberty  to  a  just 
God  for  relief  and  vengeance.  “  The  fact 
of  the  Lord  ia  against  them  that  do  WlL’ 
Ia  it  not  a  rebuke  also  to  the  srtflshnea* 
of  politicians  in  office  (and  to  those  like¬ 
wise  who  aspire  to  position  with  no  better 
purposes)  who,  satisfled  with  their  own 
elevation,  ease  and  emoluments,  heed  not 
the  complaints  ot  the  poor  and  suffering  ? 
To  those  who  art  more  intent  on  “feather¬ 
ing  their  own  nests,"  than  in  ameliorating 
the  distressful  conditions  of  the  overbur¬ 
dened  taxpayers  t  Doubtless  this  will 
strike  many  as  a  novel  view  ;  some  will 
even  sneer  at  it.  as  csrping  piety  orcenaori 
ous  criticism  •  but  had  we  not  better  hear 
the  truth  and  consider  its  instructions  T 
An  eminent  king  once  showed  his  docility 
end  wisdom  by  saying — “  I  thought  on  my 
ways  and  turned  my  feet  unto  thy  iestinio 
nies,"  meaning  God’s  word.  Should  not 
we  recognize  .the  fact  that  the  Atmigh'y 
haa  smitten  ouy  Party  nor  doubt  that  the 
blow,  though  severe,  ia  richly  deserved  l 
No  chastening  for  the  present  ia  joy  on* 
but  grievous,  but  if  we  are  wise,  humble 
an, i  peniteut,  we  ahall  discern  the  pur|>os«* 
of  grace  and  reform  onr  gracticet.  When, 
in  our  political  affairs  nod  duties,  (n  office 
and  oot  of  office,  we  recognise  and  ac¬ 
knowledge  the  Sovereign  Rnler,  decreeing 
justice  because  iwffli*  will,  rewarding  virtin 
to  promote  His  honor,  voting  for  good- ami 
capable  men.  and  enacting  and  upholding 
righteous  laws  to  please  Him,  and  acting 
with  truth  and  fidelity  in  all  things  be¬ 
cause  lie  has  commanded  it,  then  we  ahall 
be  the  ‘Tiappy  people  whose  God  is  tin 
Lord."
